DR. DONALD ARNEILLE WALKER 


Our good friend and fellow-Kiwanian, Dr. 
Donald Arneille Walker, passed away at the 
Veterans’ Hospital, Portland, Sunday afternoon, 
November 27th, at 5:35 o’clock. His funeral was 
held in the Presbyterian Church, this city, of 
which he was a member, on Thursday, Dec. 1, 
at 1:30 o’clock, interment in the Oceanview 
Cemetery. 

Don Walker was born in St. Paul, Minn., 
Sept. 9, 1894. He was a veteran of the World 
War, first in the artillery, and then First Lieu- 
tenant in the Dental Corps. Since his discharge 
from the service he has been a resident of As- 
toria. He joined the Kiwanis Club in September, 
1921, and he has always been an active Kiwanian, 
imbued with the desire to serve. For eleven years 
he has been our pianist, and his extraordinary 
musical talent was at the service of the com- 
munity at all times. He was a member of our 
Board of Directors in 1924 and 1927, Vice-Presi- 
dent in 1929 ,President of the club in 1939, and 
Immediate Past President in 1931. During the 
present year he has been District Trustee, and 
Chairman of our Initer-Club Committee. 

The passing of Dr. Don. Walker is an irrepar- 
able less to the Astoria Kiwanis Club, and to the 
community. His was an unselfish service, and 
in his last iliness he exhibited courage of the 
finest order. Our Inter-Club meeting at Seaside 
last Tuesday (Nov. 29) was initiated and planned 
by him, and knowing it would have been his 
wish, the meeting was not postponed. 

We will miss Don Walker, but we must 
accept the decrees of Providence, and carry on. 
All Kiwanians extend sincere sympathy to the 
bereaved family.
